NBC  has  had  some  Christmas  shopping  done  early  for  the  net  and  it  has  confirmed 
the  starting  dates  for  replacement  series,  starting  Dec  29.  That’s  the  day  that  the 
daytime  serial,  Today  Is  Ours,  turns  into  Young  Doctor  Malone  in  one  of  the  more  in¬ 
teresting  switches  in  TV  history.  All  the  characters  in  the  current  drama  will  con¬ 
tinue  thru  January  in  order  to  achieve  a  smooth  transition  in  the  two  stories.  The 
new  story  lines  are  Based  on  the  famed  radio  series  of  the  same  name,  hut  the  story 
impact  is  designed  for  TV.  The  sponsors  for  the  dramas  will  be  the  same  as  at  pre¬ 
sent,  with  Procter  &  Gamble  picking  up  the  main  tab.  The  Malone  production  staff 
lists  John  Egan  as  exec  producer,  with  Lucy  Ferri  as  producer.  Walter  Gorman  and 
James  Young  will  be  the  directors  and  Julian  Funt  will  continue  from  the  old  to  the 

new  series  as  writer.  Compton  continues  as  the  producing  agency . The  other 

switches  coming  up  are  New  Year’s  openings,  all  for  Liggett  &  Myers  thru  McCann- 
Erickson.  Steve  Canyon  will  move  from  its  Saturday,  9-9 :30pm  NYT  spot  to  Thursdays, 
8-8 :30pm  NYT,  effective  January,  nudging  The  Ed  Wynn  Show,  which  fades  after  its  Jan 
1  program.  Coming  in  as  the  replacement  in  the  Canyon  time  period  is  the  new  series 
Black  Saddle,  starring  Peter  Breck  as  "Clay  Culhane, "  a  gunfighter  turned  lawyer  in 
the  usual  post -Civil  War  period.  Hal  Hudson  and  John  McGreevey  are  producing  the 
series  for  Four  Star  Films.  It  was  originally  titled  Law  Gun,  but  the  obvious  simi¬ 
larity  of  that  to  other  series  titles  led  to  the  switch.  Oasis  Cigarettes  will  be 
the  L  &  M  product  backing  Black  Saddle.  Chesterfields  will  be  the  sponsor  of  The 
D.  A. 1 s  Man  which  will  debut  on  January  3>  Saturdays,  10:30-llpm  NYT,  replacing 
Brains  and  Brawn  for  the  sponsor.  It ' s  a  new  Jack  Webb  package  starring  John  Compton 
in  the  title  role  as  "Shannon."  The  series  is  based  on  the  book  of  the  series  name 
by  Harold  Banforth  and  James  D.  Horan  which  was  the  story  of  Danforth's  career  in 
the  New  York  District  Attorney's  office  as  an  undercover  investigator  during  the  re¬ 
gimes  of  both  Dewey  and  Hogan  as  D.  A.’s  in  NY.  Production  is  by  Mark  VII  Ltd. 


ABC  jumped  into  the  cold  spell  with  the  news  that  the  1959  College  All  Star  Foot¬ 
ball  Game  will  be  played  next  August  14  and  will  be  co-sponsored  on  the  net  by  Carl¬ 
ing  Brewing  Co  thru  Lang,  Fisher  and  Stashower (Cleve )  and  Liggett  &  Myers  Tobacco 
for  LScM's  thru  Dancer -Fitzgerald  -Sample  (NY) . Rod  Serling's  first  script  for  Play¬ 

house  90  for  the  current  season  will  be  "The  Velvet  Alley,"  to  be  presented  Jan  22 
with  Art  Carney  starring  as  a  middle-aged  writer  who  rises  from  a  NY  tenement  to  Hol¬ 
lywood  affluence . Oldsmobile  thru  D.  P.  Brother  &  Co  will  sponsor  the  telecast 

of  the  finals  of  the  l8th  annual  Bing  Crosby  Golf  Tournament,  a  $50,000  pro -amateur 
competition  on  the  West  Coast  for  charity.  Crosby  will  do  the  commentary  via  a  mo¬ 
bile  unit  at  the  Pebble  Beach,  Calif.,  golf  course  on  Jan  18,  Sunday,  from  5.‘30-7pm 
NYT.  The  singer  will  follow  the  play  around  the  course  in  an  Olds  convertible  and  he 
will  be  assisted  by  a  commentator  who  will  add  the  color  while  Crosby  presents  the 
play.  If  Bob  Hope  is  present,  the  chit  chat  will  at  least  be  in  the  family,  with  no 
worry  about  sponsor  conflict,  since  Hope  is  sponsored  by  Buick.

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ABC’s  Sammy  Kaye’s  Music  From  Manhattan  stays  on  the  net  on  Saturdays,  10-10:50 
pm  NYT,  although  after  Dec  20  It  will  he  a  sustalner.  The  departure  of  the  sponsor, 
Manhattan  shirts,  could  cue  a  slight  change  in  title  to  end  the  previous  identifica¬ 
tion  in  viewer’s  minds . Exec  producer  Walt  Framer  is  taking  over  direct  charge 

on  his  For  Love  or  Money  show  on  CBS,  replacing  producer  Boh  Wald  who  has  left  the 
Framer  organization.  Framer’s  Big  Payoff,  also  on  CBS  is  indeed  that,  with  a  renewal 
for  its  eighth  year,  starting  Dec  31.  It  began  its  career  on  that  date  in  1951,  the 

last  day  of  that  year,  on  NBC  and  switched  to  CBS  in  1955 . NBC  had  a  merry  chase 

with  Jessica  Tandy’s  scheduled  appearance  in  the  cast  of  the  NBC  special,  "The  Moon 
and  Sixpence,"  date  and  time  of  the  taped  show  still  to  he  announced.

There  are  too  many  ramifications  behind  the  scenes 
that  work  in  favor  of  the  major  talent  and  rep  outfits.  And  any  independent  sales  rep 
who  did  make  good  would  sooner  or  later  branch  out  and  then  he  would  be  fair  game  for 
a  capital  gains  deal  from  a  bigger  organization  --  and  that  is  fair  game.

This  is  the  last  issue  for  the  Mid-Week  Special,  which  was  first  added  to  the 
service  in  January,  1955*  Beginning  in  January,  1959*  Ross  Reports-Television  Index 
is  being  revamped  to  provide  more  compact  reference  material  with  even  wider  use  than 
has  been  possible  before. 

Because  of  problems  involved  in  any  changeover,  and  the  fact  that  delivery  of 
some  necessary  equipment  has  been  delayed,  several  of  the  changes  will  not  make 
their  appearance  until  the  end  of  January. 

Briefly:  In  place  of  the  Mid-Week  Special,  the  service  will,  during  January, 

begin  publication  of  a  "Program  Futures"  schedule,  which  will  list  upcoming,  import¬ 
ant  debuts,  specials  and  changeovers  in  programming,  to  give  users  a  ready  reference 
to  events  that  affect  program  schedules.  This  new  section  of  the  regular  service 
will  be  issued  on  an  every-other-week  schedule,  with  revisions. 

The  Weekly  Reports  will  continue  to  be  published  in  the  same  format,  but  to 
permit  them  to  be  filed  for  easier  reference,  they  will  be  printed  on  both  sides  of 
each  page  and  will  be  punched  for  insertion  in  any  loose leaf -type  binder. 

During  January,  Ross  Reports-Television  Index  will  begin  regular  publication  on 
an  every-other-week  basis  of  a  Cumulative  Index  of  all  listings  in  the  service  (front) 
section  of  the  Weekly  Reports. 

During  the  weeks  that  follow,  other  new  compilations  (and  new  versions  of  prev¬ 
ious  features  of  the  information  service)  will  be  published;  such  as  a  list  of  Syn¬ 
dicated  Television  Programs,  to  be  revised  quarterly;  a  list  of  Program  Production 
Organizations,  to  be  revised  monthly;  a  list  of  Advertising  Agencies  with  important 
television  accounts,  to  be  revised  monthly;  a  reference  guide  to  Television  Commer¬ 
cial  Producers,  to  be  revised  quarterly;  and  many  other  valuable  personnel  lists  and 
pertinent  television  industry  information. 

All  the  foregoing  will  be  designed  to  provide  cross-references  wherever  possible. 

The  Television  Index  cards,  which  have  been  delayed  recently  in  their  periodic 
issues  by  the  many  changes  in  programming  during  the  fall  season,  will  resume  a  more 
regular  revision  schedule.  (Cards  already  set  for  mailing  have  had  to  be  held  back 
for  constant  changes). 

The  revised  format  for  the  service  will  provide  expanded  coverage  and  permit 
even  wider  reference  uses  than  have  been  possible  before  in  its  ten-year  history.

Buddy  Bregman's  Music  Shop,  a  new  NBC  half-hour  live  music ■ program,  which  had 
been  scheduled  to  debut  on  the  net  a  couple  of  months  ago,  will  finally  make  it  as 
the  lead-in  program  for  the  Steve  Allen  Show  starting  Jan  11,  when  it  debuts  in  the 
Sunday,  7 : 30  -8pm  NYT  &  LAT  spot.  Maurice  Duke  will  produce  the  show,  with  Barry 
Shear  as  director,  and  it  will  be  in  color.  Each  program  will  feature  four  or  five 

top  recording  artists  and  their  music . The  debut  will  set  up  another  round  of 

NBC  switches  with  Northwest  Passage,  displaced  from  its  Sunday  position,  moving  to 
Fridays,  7 :30-8pm  NYT,  effective  January  9,  replacing  Buckskin.  The  latter  in  turn 
moves  to  Mondays,  7:30-8pm  NYT,  effective  January  5>  replacing  Tic  Tac  Dough,  which 
will  fade  from  the  evening  picture  after  its  December  29  program,  although  it  will 

continue  in  its  regular  daytime  across-the-board  position . Edwin  S.  Friendly, 

Jr.,  is  relinquishing  his  title  as  CBS  daytime  program  director  to  return  to  active 
net  production  as  producer  of  The  Jimmy  Dean  Show,  effective  Dec  29.  He  is  replacing 
Barry  Wood  who  has  been  assigned  by  the  net  to  produce  a  pilot  for  a  new  nighttime 
half-hour  musical  variety  program,  titled  A  Song  A  Minute,  planned  for  production  in 
1959*  The  new  program  will  feature  Tommy  Leonetti,  Anita  Bryant,  Gretchen  Wyler, 
Robert  Clary,  The  Noteworthies  and  Hank  Sylvern’s  Orchestra.  The  program  could  have 
a  late  January  start  if  an  opening  comes  along. ..... .The  multitudes  of  "court”  pro¬ 
grams  has  finally  led  ABC  to  change  the  title  of  its  evening  version  of  Day  in  Court 
to  Accused,  effective  Dec  31.  The  daytime  series  will  continue  under  the  present 
title. 

William  Prince  will  play  the  title  role  as  Dr.  Jerry  Malone  in  Young  Doctor 
Malone ,  the  series  replacing  Today  Is  Ours  on  NBC,  starting  next  Monday  (29).  Other 
key  running  roles  will  be  played  by  John  Connell  as  Dr.  David  Malone,  Virginia  Dwyer 

as  Tracy  (Mrs.  Jerry)  Malone  and  Patricia  Bosworth  as  Nurse  Fran  Merrill . The 

Greyhound  Corp  thru  Grey  Advertising  Agency(NY)  will  be  half -sponsor  of  two  one -hour 
CBS  variety  specials  starring  Jack  Benny  to  be  presented  on  March _l8^,  Wednesday,  and 
on  May  23*— .Saturday ,  times  to  be  announced.  Program  formats  will  probably  be  similar 
to  the  former  Shower  of  Stars  programs  in  which  Benny  starred,  which  were  sponsored 

by  Chrysler  Corp  as  periodic  breaks  for  its  Climax  I  series . The  repeat  by  NBC 

of  An  Evening  With  Fred  Astaire  on  color  videotape,  originally  scheduled  for  Jan  28, 
Wednesday,  has  been  put  back  two  weeks  and  will  be  shown  on  Feb  11,  Wednesday,  10-11 

pm  NYT . The  proposed  studio  site  move  for  The  Jack  Paar  Show  has  been  canceled 

because  the  new  studio,  6b  in  the  RCA  Building,  is  used  by  daytime  television  pro¬ 
grams  which  would  have  conflicted  with  the  Paar  show's  afternoon  rehearsals  under  its 
new  taping  schedule.  So,  the  program  will  remain  at  its  present  Hudson  Theatre  stud¬ 
io  and  because  the  technicians  won't  have  to  spend  time  becoming  familiar  with  a  new 
setup,  the  plans  for  videotaping  three  nights  a  week  from  8:15 -10pm  NYT,  will  start 
on  Jan  for  telecasting  the  same  night  from  11 :15pm-lam  NYT.  The  Thursday  and  Fri¬ 
day  evening  programs  will  continue  to  be  presented  live.

NBC  will  use  a  new  experimental  color  television  system  developed  by  RCA  in  the 
helicopter  that  will  view  the  Tournament  of  Roses  Parade  from  the  sky  for  the  NBC 
Jan  1  telecast  of  the  parade.  The  new  equipment  is  fully  transistorized  (using  about 
300  transistors,  some  of  them  still  in  the  experimental  stage)  and  is  in  two  compact 
units,  a  20-pound  camera  and  a  ^-pound  control  and  monitor.  They  use  less  power 
to  operate  than  the  headlights  of  an  automobile  and  the  light  weight  makes  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  them  to  be  mounted  in  the  helicopter.  The  only  vacuum  tubes  in  the  entire 
system  are  three  half -inch  Vidicon  camera  tubes  (each  about  the  size  of  a  king-size 
cigarette)  and  a  black-and-white  viewing  tube  for  monitoring.  The  parade  telecast 
will  give  RCA  and  NBC  an  opportunity  to  give  a  rigorous  field  test  for  the  equipment, 
which  is  ultimately  intended  for  closed-circuit  work  in  industry,  defense,  education 
and  research. 

Gross -Krasne-Sillerman,  Inc.,  will  produce  a  new  anthology  series  titled  Fate 
with  different  episodes  being  filmed  simultaneously  in  Europe  and  in  Hollywood. 

Donald  Hyde,  exec  producer  in  charge  of  foreign  production  for  GKS,  with  offices  in 
England,  will  be  exec  producer  of  the  new  series.  The  theme  of  the  39  planned  epi¬ 
sodes  will  be  that  man's  destiny  is  affected  by  all  manner  of  events,  some  large, 
some  small,  and  some  seemingly  inconsequential.  The  series  will  offer  dramatic,  sus¬ 
pense  and  comedy  productions  with  this  background . CBS,  which  has  temporarily 

put  aside  its  plans  for  the  hour-long  Rawhide  series,  has  signed  producer -director 
Charles  Marquis  Warren  to  a  new  agreement  to  produce  a  new  half-hour  Western  series.
